amount of this fruit within a few miles 
of town, much of which has heretofore 
gone to waste for want of. facilities to 
utilize it. 
Last year the Fresno Vineyard man- 


agement pickled a quantity of that 
product and found a ready, market at 
-remuueiative prices. 


A number of young orchards have 


been set out to select varieties, and the

Tho First Cimvrrt of llie Salvation Army 


In America. 


Our first convert in America is etill 


living and serving the army in Boston. 
Tho history of his reform ia n. remarka- 
ble one. 


The conversion of the first of amighty 


multitude was brought about by Com- 
missioner Railton, then in command of 
tho American forces of the army, nnd 
Superintendent Thomas Byrnes of the 
New York police. Mr, Byrnes was an 
inspector of polico at the time, early in 
1830.

Vfo One the llat to Asia. 


Wo owo tho hat to Asia, for it waa in 


that country that the art of felting wool 
was first known, and from the most re- 
mote periods tho art was carried on by 
tbe orienfals.

The merchant inChancer's "Canterbury 
Tales" bail "on his head a Flaunderish 
beaver hat," and from that period on- 
ward there is frequent mention of "felt 
hattes."—Washington Star.

itizens. 
If u certain road in this city employs 


say 1000 men, in Prussia such a road 
vould have 5000 men—five to each one 
iere_in its employ; and such a large 
lumber of men are employed for the 
n-evention of accidents, to give efficient 
service, to protect the lives, limbs and 
tropertv of the common people, and in 
;very way to make the railroad service 
as perfect and safe as popsiblc. Yet 
with such a large number of employes, 
entailing a very large expense, the 
rates are still very much lower in Prus- 
sia than in this country. That ia due to 
the fact that the roads" are owned and 
operated by the government, and not, 
au here, run by private capitalists sim- 
ply for the purpose of squeezing as many 
millions of dollars out of the people as 
possible. 


Here the object is to employ aa few 


men as possible, and thus, and other- 
wipe, run the roads upon a "cheap 
John scale, but to charge all that the 
traffic can bear, and often more, and as 
those monopolists often say: "Damn 
the people, we are running our roads to 
make money." 


In Prussia the very opposite is the 


rule, namely: Give as many men em- 
plovment as conveniently can be em- 
ployed, make the roads as safe and dur- 
able as possible, irrespective, of ex- 
penses, and charge us low rates as is 
compatible,with the possible mainten- 
ance and operation of the roads in the 
interest of laboring men and tbat of all 
classes. 


If our governmentowned and operated 


the railroads the results would logically 
be the game in this country as in Ger- 
many, Prussia, Norway or in o her coun- 
tries having govermental roads. The 
thousands of millions of dollars now 
...aking up the enormous profits of our 
millionaires would, as in those coun- 
tries, remain in the hands of tho people; 
the millions of acres of land now owned 
by railroad magnates would also have 
remained the property of the common 
people. The railroad employes would 
not as now be overworked and tired to 
the extent that they are unable to re- 
member and obey orders. And because 
of that and because of the fact that 
there is not a sufficient ntlmber of men 
employed, terrible accidents frequently 
take place and slaughter our people in 
large numbers. 


In the face of these facts, and others 


not herein mentioned, the Hegister man, 
in the name of reform and good govern- 
ment, ia found standing in the shadow 
of that big, ugly giant, the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad monopoly; the Moses, not 
like the onf of old delivering his people, 
hut the Mo?t-s of greed and oppression ;

as this proclamation of Governor Pen- 
noyer, and Governor Wait's "blood to 
the bridle bits," are regrettable, espe- 
cially as they are from men in positions 
of dignity. While it is well known there 
is a contention over the money question, 
and there is a wrong being done the 
people; while there is much truth in 
Pennover's statement that "hundreds 
of thousands of people arc without em- 
plovment and are needy" — yet the 
question will arise \\ith many, if this 
line of complaint is not really obstruc- 
tive rather than helpful in securing 
good. 


If Pcnnoyer should employ the means 


at hand that are lawful and reasonable 
lie would do much more for his people 
than to engage in foolish rant.

R. J. Broughton of Santa Barbara, from 
whom it was borrowed by ex-Sheriff J. 
M. llenslpy. who thought lit one time 
he would have to send Vincent to the 
other world. 


Peculiarly enough the first man hm: 


on it was a wife murderer, for whom it 
may be said to have been constructed. 
Vincent is the third uxoricide who has 
dangled from its scarred cross-beam. 


Altogether six men have been exe- 


cuted on this scaffold, Vincent being tho 
sixth. On one occasion two men were 
hung on it at one time. The scaffolt 
has done service in Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino, Santa Barbara and Fresno 
and its health is so good as to war-rim' 
the belief that it will survive mani 
other capital criminals. 


LEGAL VROCEEDINliH. 


The legal proceedings in this case have

Without doubt it is useless totrj 


cet good prices in an overcrowded mar- 


Professor W. A. Sanders Trying to 


Evolve Such a Variety. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAN :— I am beginning 


the work of trying to produce seedless 
Muscat grapes. If my children follow, 
and 
my grand-children follow them 


faithfully, they may possibly begin to 
have iluscat grane,a certain bunches of 
which will be entirely seedless. 


1 have now a number of Muscat vines 


on which all of the smaller grapes, over 
half the crapes in each hunch, are en- 
tirely 'seed! ess. 1 propagate from cut- 
tings of these vine's, then from such of 
these new vines as produce the most 
seedless grapes I propagate again, and 
so continue using cuttings from such 
vines only as produce most seedless 
grapes. 


The white Corinth grapes never have 


anything like seeds; it has taken 800 
years of such work as above outlined to 
bring them to perfection. The Sultana 
is yet in the, last years of metamorphosis 
from seed bearing to seedless. The 
Thompson is in the same condition. 
Many vines of these two varieties pro- 
duce a few grapes containingiseeds, or 
shells of seeds. People should never 
propagate from such vines.
